WASHINGTON. June 16.— The 
charge published today by the New 
York Tribune that Dr. Anton Meyer- 
Gerhard, for whom the United States 
arranged a safe conduct with the al- 
lies that ne might return to Germany 
with a personal message from Count 
von Bernztorff, the German Ambas- 
sador, was in reality Dr. Alfred 
Meyer, Chief of the Supply Depart- 
ment of the German army, who had 
been secretly in the United States 
buying munitions of war, are to be 
investigated by the State Depart- 
ment. 

Fimultaneously another version of 
the story, published by the Provi- 
dence (R. I.) Journal, that Dr. Alfred 
Meyer, while not passing as Meyer- 
Gerhard, has been in the country and 
sailed with the letter for Christiania, 
ineognito, also will be looked into.

letter. 


“Te was a letter,“ said Secretary 
Lansing today, “that was given at 
the request of the German Ambassa- 
dor, stating that Dr. Meyer-Gerhard, 
who haé been in this country as the 
representative of the German Red 
Cross, desired to return to Germany.” 

No question, up to that time, nor 
until today. had arisen at the depart- 
ment as to whether Meyer-Gerhard 
might really be Meyer or if Meyer 
was in the country secretly buying 
war supplies. At the British and 
French embassies it was said the de- 
velopment was considered one purely 
for the State Department to deter- 
mine if it had been imposed upon. 
At the German embassy all officials 
were absent.

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LUSITANIA COULD 
HAVE WON SAFETY 
BY GREATER SPEED 


Use of Full Power Would Have 
Put Craft in Danger Zone 
Under Cover of Darkness. 


SHE WAS SHORT OF COAL 


Inquiry Shows No Other Ship 
Had Been Torpedoed While 
Running 18 Knots an Hour. 


Be Associated Press. 
LONDON, June 16.—The inquiry 


into the sinking of the steamship 
Lusitania was resumed today, with 
the examination of Alfred Booth, 
chairman of the Board of the Cunard 
Steamship Co. Attorney-General Sir 
Edward Carson, asked Mr. Booth why 
it was that the Lusitania was econo- 
mizing by using only 19 of her 25 
boilers at the time she was torpedoed. 


“So far as submarines are con- 


cerned, there is no difference between 


21 and 24.5 knots,’ Mr. Booth replied. 

Mr. Carson then asked whether 
there was any difference between 18 
Knots, the speed at which the Lusi- 
tania was proceeding when attacked 
and 21 knots. Mr. Booth replied that 
no steamer making more than 14 
knots was known to have been struck 
by a torpedo from a submarine until 
the Lusitania was hit. 

The witness said the Cunard company 
was unable to communicate with the 
vessel by wireless, except through the 
Admiralty, and therefore had given no 
wireless instructions to Capt. Turner. 
General instructions given previously 
covered the closing of the water-tight 
compartments, the swinging out of boats 
on entering the danger zone and an or- 
der not to slow down to take on a pilot 
or to ile off Liverpool for the tide. 
It was left to Capt. furner’s discre- 
tion to arrange the time of the vessel's 
arrival. 

Ship Renched War Zone on Schedule. 

He said that all he knew relative to 
warnings issued to intending passengers 
was what he had read in English news- 
papers, having received no dispatch on 
this subject from the New York office 
of the company. 

Mr. Booth was cross examined by an 
attorney representing survivors as to 
whether the company “took any steps 
to prevent the Lusitania from doing 
what she iid do—namely, entering the 
war zone on schedule time.“ The wit- 
ness replied he did not know what 
schedule time meant, but Capt. Turner 
had been given entire discretion. 

The attorney for the survivors asked 
Mr. Booth why he had stated the Lusi- 
tania was being run for reasons of econ- 
cmy, merely to pay expenses. The wif- 
ness said the bookings of first and sec- 
cnd-class passengers were nearly nor- 
inal, but that the number of steerage 
passengers only one-third the normal, 
which occasioned a loss. 

Donald MacMaster, representing the 
Canadian Governnient, asked Mr. Booth 
whether there had been installed on 
the Lusitania an ayfparatus for the de- 
tection of submarines. The witness re- 
sponded he had no knowledge of any 
workable device of this sort. Mr. Mac- 
Master then asked whether by calling 
cut both watches all the boilers could 
heve been worked, as it was admitted 
the Lusitania had a sufficient supply of 
coal. Baron Mersey, president of the 
Court of Inquiry, interrupted: 

“What difference would the speed 
make? He pointed out that the tes- 
timony thus far taken indicated that a 
speed of 18 knots might have been re- 
garded as ample to escape a subma- 
rine. 

Short of Coal and Firemen. 

Mr. Booth said no instructions had 
been sent to the Lusitania to run at 
full speed through the danger zone. 
He also said that on account of the 
war there were many poorly trained 
men in the crew. 

The attorney for the stewards’ union 
asked whether there were Germans 
working on the Cunard dock in New 
York. Mr. Booth replied that perhaps 
German-Americans or Americans of 
German descent were employed there. 
The attorney then asked whether it 
would have been possible for a spy to 
board the Lusitania for the purpose of 
signaling submarines. Mr. Booth an- 
swered that he was not prepared to say 
this would have been impossible, but the 
company took all necessary steps to 
prevent such action. 

Baron Mersey elicited from Mr. Booth 
that the Lusitania had neither coal or 
firemen enough on board to make the 
trip across under full boller power. Ad- 
dressing Sir Edward Carson, Baron Mer- 
sey said he desired to know where the 
denger zone began and whether ar- 
rangements could not have been made 
for the ship to traverse this zone in the 
dark. The Attorney-General promised 
to endeavor to supply this information. 

100 Kpots an Hour Net Enough. 

Able Seaman Quinn, wa was in the 
crow’s nest of the Lusitania when she 
was struck, then took the stand. He 
sald he saw the torpedo coming. and 
expressed the opinion that the Lusi- 
tania could not have escaped even if she 
had been “going a hundred knots an 
hour.”

DEATH SENTENCE IN BELGIUM 
MUST BEAR KAISER’S NAME 


Intimated That Emperor Sent Court- 
martial Instructions After 
Liege Executions, 
AMSTERDAM, June 16.— Every sen- 
tence of death by a courtmartial in 
Belgium must hereafter be indorsed by 
Emperor William before the prisoner is 
executed, according to a telegram re- 
ceived today by the Tyd from its corre- 

spondent at Maastricht. 

The writer of the dispatch intimates 
that Emperor William telegraphed 
these instructions on learning that 
eight citizens of Liege had been exe- 
cuted for alleged espionage and that 9 
others were in prison charged with the 
same offense. 

There was great anxiety as to the 
probable fate of the 9 until Emperor 
William’s order was posted alongside 
the list of names of those who already 
had been shot.

Lite in Submarine Net Child’s Piay. 
“What can I tell you?“ he asked. 
“We sailed away, we arrived at Con- 
stantinople and we sank two battleships 
in the Dardanelies; that is all.“ 

But in his clear eyes and clean-cut, 
tanned face something else explained 
how young men lived in constant dan- 
ger for weeks. Throwing gay jests, 
stirred daily by Prussian war marches 
rlayed on a graphophone, they faced 
death constantly and lived under con- 
ditions more exciting than mere words 
can describe. 

Life in a submarine is no child's play, 
according to the stories told by the 
captain and his crew. It is a weird ex- 
istence. Scientifically,/the sir and the 
nutrition suffice, but one suffers from 
lack of exercise, and even scientifically 
pure air sometimes causes a higher 
pulse and rapid breathing. 

What ta hardest of all for the crew is 
the fact that the submarine like Cyclops, 
has only one eye, thie being the cap- 
taln's right optic. It stays glued to the 
periscope and through all the trying 
time his word alone gives his comrades 
an inkling of what is going on, except- 
ing for the ear, which becomes highly 
trained to noises striaing the sounding 
board of the submarine body.

Such discipline and such mechanical 
perfection of delicacy surely represent 
the highest development of human in- 
genuity with human self-control. The 
fact that No. 51 withstood the long 
journey without the slightest mechani- 
cal trouble is not the least of its 
achievements. Though the ship was 
rocked by storms despite its submer- 
sion and by the shocks from explo- 
sions of torpedoes and shells, the clock- 
work accuracy of its nervous machin- 
ery never failed. The calculated sup- 
plies also proved ample. 


Ne Bases on Irish Coast. 
“A great deal of tommyrot has been 


written about our having bases on the 
Irish coast and in the Mediterranean,“ 
said Engineer John Heine. ‘‘Also about 
the new fuel burned in our engines. 
We made the trip with the usual fuel, 
all of which we brought with us.“ 

But if the training can teach a man to 
stand motionless in the same place for 
N hours or glue his eye for that length 
of time to the periscope, lack of prac- 
tice can be disastrous. Most of the crew 
of No. i had not come on deck during 
the entire voyage and had forgotten how 
to climb the ladder or really how to 
walk.

ened and themselves blinking in the sun 
light, and tottering like babies. 

“But that is all over now,” said Heine. 
We have already forgotten the trials 
we underwent; we are only too happy 
that we have served our country.“ 

Capt. Hersing’s record is unique 
aside from firing the first submarine 
torpedo, sinking a cruiser in the North 
Sea and sinking two battleships in the 
Dardanelles, he sank five English and 
French freight ships in Havre last No- 
vember. The torpedo tube which sank 
the Pathfinder has been engraved with 
that name. Now the name Triumph 
has been added while the name Ma- 
jestic’ is engraved on the second tube.

New York Tribune Says Bernstorff

NEW YORK, June 16—The New 
York Tribune prints a story this morn- 
ing in which the unequivocal charge is 
made that Dr. Anton Meyer-Gerhard,” 
friend of Count von Bernstorff and his 
personal messenger to the Kaiser, is an 
impostor, and that the German AmbDas- 
sador at Washington tricked the State 
Department into issuing a passport for 
him. The Tribune alleges that the vis- 
itor to this country really was Dr. Al- 
fred Meyer, chief of the Department of 
Supplies of the German army, and that 
his real mission was to spy upon Amer- 
ica’s condition of defense and to pur- 
chase arms. 

No place in the story coes the Trib- 
une offer proof of its allegations, which 
are based on the unsupported state- 
ment of Mrs. Selma Lewis, broker 
in war materials, to whom, it 


Dr. Meyer played his part splendidly. 
The small, whispering group that knew 
all about it recognized that if the truth 
of his excellency’s identity and business 
fell into the hands of the allies, it would 
prove fatal to the success of the enter- 
prise. The allies would be sure to notify 
the State Department and it might in- 
terfere with the prompt return to Ger- 
many of a high war official. 

„And so the doctor flitted from lectures 
in behalf of the Red Cross to secret con- 
ferences with his fellow conspirators 
with great speed and much caution. The 
utmost discretion was exercised in ar- 
ranging the various meetings that took 
place. Telephone calls were made from 
public stations. 

“Dr. Meyer lived at the Ritz Hotel 
only intermittently, and never registered 
after his first appearance there. His 
other address was known to fewer than 
four people, and each conference with 
him was attended by an amazing 
amount of preliminaries. 

In the first place, Dr. Meyer made 
a strenuous attempt to obtain the 350, 
000 discarded “rag-Jurgensen rifles 
owned by the United States, and, fail- 
ing in that, he devoted his attention to 
the concerns which held huge contracts 
with the British and French. He ac- 
tually purchased from factories in Con- 
necticut quantities of cartridges manu- 
factured for the allies.

Not a word was said 
during all of these proceedings with 
regard to any secretary or 
of Meyer-Gerhard, but the man ap- 
peared just before the steamer United 
States sailed. It was Dr. Alfred Meyer.

Within a 
week after his arrival the Journal as- 
certained that his mission was two-fold

$7.50 per capita to have names put upor 
the tax books illegally. A search for 
Weber has been conducted for nearly 
three weeks by officers of the Board of 
Aldermen and Deputy City Marshals. H. 
has not frequented the breweries by 
which he is employed, in that time, al- 
though his employers told those who ha: 
a summons for Weber that he was ex- 
pected to report for duty from day to 
day. 

A transcript of the testimony taken by 
the committee will be filed with the re- 
port Friday, and Mayor Kiel has an- 
nounced that he will review this testi- 
mony to determine whether it is his duty 
to prefer charges against Assessor 
Schramm or his son, with a view to re- 
moving them from office. 

Under the new charter the Mayor 
alone has power to remove an appointive 
officer from office, while the Board of 
Aldermen alone can remove elective of- 
ficials. Assessor Schramm was elected 
to office under the old charter, but is 
now holding an appointive office and can 
be removed only by the Mayor, accord- 
ing to the interpretation of the law by 
Assistant City Counselor Daues. 

How Inquiry Started. 

The investigation of Assessor Schramm 
and his office grew out of the dis 
missal of William J. Mockler when he 
demanded the return of a resignation 
With blank date, two days after he had 
signed ‘it at the direction of Assessor 
Schramm and his son. 

Mockler testified that he was told by 
Assessor Schramm in the presence of his 
son, William C. Schramm, that in re- 
turn for the favor of appointment, he 

would be expected to look for real estate 
business for the Schramm realty firm, 
while making the rounds in his district. 

Assessor Schramm testified that he 
did not ask Mockler to solicit real estate 
business for the Schramm firm, and said 
he heard his son make substantially that 
requést, but thought at the time it was 
done as a joke. The younger Schramm 
testified that it wur he and not his fa- 
ther who made the request attributed 
by Mockler to Assessor Schramm. 

In the- report, no explanation will be 
embodied, it is understood, of the 
charge that the Efficiency Board vio- 
lated the spirit of the city charter in 
its examination of the 102 candidates 
who sought appointment two months 
ago as Deputy Assessors. 

From statements made informally by 
some of the committee, it is assumed 
that the committee considers the men- 
tal examination arranged by the Eff.

BRYAN SAYS PEACE 
BLESSING WILL Bt 
| WONBY PRESIDENT 


Former Secretary in New State- 


ment Points to Chance Medi- 
ation Will Afford. 


NEUTRALS SUFFER BY WAR 


Believes Combatants and Not 
Those Who Avoid Conflict 
Should Bear the Burden. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—Former Sec- 
retary Bryan, in the first section of his 
statement on The Causeless War,“ to- 
day, prophesied that the greatest peace- 
making opportunity in all history was 
certain to come to the United States, 
and declared there will be a demand for 
an international conference with the re- 
turn of peace, to change the rules of 
international law, which seem to have 
been made for the nations at war, rather 


than for the nations at peace.“ 
Under the stress and strain of the 
titanic struggle in which they are en- 
aged, Mr. Bryan's statement says, 
“gach side has felt itself justified in 
encroaching upon the rights of neutrals. 
The ocean highways, the common prop- 
erty of all, have been to some extent ap- 
propriated for war purposes and deli- 
cate diplomatic questions are forced on 
the neutral nations. 
Just at this time, when these ques- 
tions are most atute, the belligerent 
Governments are least liable to deal 
with the calmness and poise which their 
great importance demands. No won- 
der every neutral nation is increasingly 
anxious for the war to end; but of all 
the neutral nations, ours has the. most 
reason to pray for the return of peace— 
most reason to set its face resolutely 
This 
nation, the head of the neutral group 
and the sincere friend of all the belliger- 
ents, is in duty bound to set an example 
in patience and self-restraint. 

Time for Mediation Coming. 

“In all history no such opportunity 
has ever come to any other nation as 
that which is destined to come to the 
United States. In all history no other 
peacemaker has ever been in position 
to claim as rich a blessing as that which 
will be pronounced on our President 
when the time for mediation comes—as 
come it must.’ 

Introducing his statement, Mr. Bryan 
graphically describes the horrors and 
afflictions of the war, and says: | 

“Neutral nations cannot look on with 
indifference—the ties that bind them are 
too strong, the relationship too intimate. 
This is especially true of the United 
States: We have a composite popula- 
tion—every nation of Europe having con- 
tributed, liberally to our citizenship. 
These, our countrymen, themselves born 
abroad or immediately descended from 
foreign born ancestors, cannot but take 
a lively interest in the conduct as well 
as in the results of the war, and a still 
larger circle shares the concern of those 
directly connected. Not a soldier falls 
on either side but the sorrow expressed 
in his home finds an echo at some fire- 
side in the United States.“ 

Aside from sentimental considerations, 
Mr. Bryan agserts, neutral nations suf- 
fer serious distrubance because of the 
war. 

Nearly every neutral nation finds 
new domestic problems thrust upon it 
and old problems made more difficult,”’ 
he declares. “No American citizen can 
note without deep ooncern the manner 
in which war questions have intruded 
themselves into our politics, overshad- 
owing economic issues and stimulating 
agitation in favof of enlarged appropria- 
tions for military and naval purposes.” 
At some length Mr. Bryan refers to 
interruptions to neutral commercé, de. 
rangement of business and consequent 
readjustments, and speaks of scarcity of 
American ships as one of the greatest 
embarrassments to the United States. 

Constant Danger to Neutrals. 

The neutral nations are put to a 
great expense to preserve neutrality and 
are constantly in danger of being em 
broiled in the war without intention or 
fault on their own part,“ he declared. 
“The rules of international law seem 
to have been made for the nations at 
war, rather than for the nations at 
peace. It is almost impossible to alter 
these rules during the war, because any 
material change, affecting as it would 
the interests of the belligerents, wouid 
be a seeming violation of neutrality. 

„As soon as peace returns, there will 
be a demand for an international con- 
ference on the subject. The presump 
tion should then be given to peace, for 
peace, not war, is the normal condition. 
If nations are determined to fight, they 
should as far as possible, bear the bur 
den themselves and not be permitted to 
transfer it to the nations which avoid 
war by resorting to reason instead of 
force.“

Into Big Organization. 

There was a full attendance of the St. 
Louis Retail Credit Men's Association 
at the American Hotel Annex Tuesday, 
at which plans were discussed for build- 
ing up the organization. E. F. Hageman 
of the St. Louis Dairy Co. is president 
of the organization and J. 8. Wolff of 
the Wolff Clothing Co, ong of the most 
active workers. The organization was 
started by Sam Rosenfeld in January, 
1914, who gathered about him W retail 
merchants. The organization was then 
incorporated under the laws of Missouri 
and the object was to help each other 
in the matter of retail credits. Plans 
were set forth by David J. Woodlock of 
the B. Nugent Dry Goods Co., by which 
rival concerns might exchange informa- 
tion as to credits to their mutual benefit. 
Woodlock has since been elected national 
president of the affiliated organizations. 
He is well known in St. Louis and it is 
expected his efforts will develop the lo- 
eal organization. into a factor among 
credit bodies of retail men throughout

IGERMANY'S HOPE IN 


SUBMARINES FOR 
GREAT SEA BATLE 


Scientific American Editorial 
Predicts Kaiser’s Fleet Will 
Yet Seek Contest With 
England’s. 


The following extracts from an edi- 
torial in the current number of the 
Scientific American, whose editor is the 


author of the book America Fallen,“ 
now attracting wide attention, fore- 
cast greater work for the growing fleet 
of German under-sea boats than sink- 4 
ing merchant ships, trawlers and occa- 
sional torpedo boat destroyers: 

“The forlorn hope has no part in the 
scheme of German tactics, either on sea 
or land. Even when she has hurled her 
men in masses against seqningly im- 
pregnable positions, we may rest as- 
sured that her Generals have believed 
that the chances of success were good. 
As on the land, so on the sea. We may 
rest assured that Von Tirpitz will never 
send out the German main fleet for a 
trial of strength with the British ex- 
cept under conditions which afford a 
reasonable promise of success. 

“As matters now stand today, the 
German first fighting line includes prob- 
ably 17 dreadnoughts; against this force 
Great Britain could oppose today, in- 
cluding ships commissioned since the 
war began, 3 dreadnoughts. In point 
of numbers of ships, this means a su- 
periority of over two to one; but if we 
take into consideration the heavier bat- 
teries and higher speed of the later 
British ships, the actual fighting su- 
periority is about three to one. 

“As to the future, it is certain that 
the longer the war lasts the greater 
will be the British advantage; for un- 
der the accelerated rate of construc- 
tion she is adding to her main fleet 
at the rate of over one dreadnought per 
month. 

‘Is the German main fleet, then, des- 
tined to spend the long years of this 
war condemned to hopeless inactivity 
within its own harbors and roadsteads? 
We doubt it. On the contrary, we be- 
lieve that, when the readjusted plans 
of the German Admiralty are ripe. for 
prosecution, the German fleet will issue 
forth in full force for a great trial 
of strength along those strategical and 
tactical lines which, under the present 
naval conditions in the North Sea, alone 
can offer ner any chance of yictory. 

First Submarine Plans Failed. 

“The proposed scheme of German na- 
val operations prior to the war was 
to reduce the British battleship 
strength by ceaseless destroyer and 
submarine attacks, and when this proc- 
ess of attrition had reached the de- 
sired point to issie forth for a line-of- 
battle engagement. So far as the Ger- 
man destroyers are concerned, the re- 
sults have been practically nil; the sub- 
marine, on the other hand, in the early 
stages of the war and before the British 
had learned by experience how to meet 
this form of attack, scored some very 
notable successes. For several months, 


i however, at least in the North Sea and

Buliding Swarms of Submarines. 

“It is possible, and, to our minds, 
rather probable, that the German Ad- 
miralty, realizing the hopelessness cf 
any attempt to gain eaual strengtn 
with the British in capita! ship’, is de- 
voting the whole of the country’s ship- 
building strength to the construction of 
submarines of the greatest size, speed, 
radius of action and torpedo-carrying 
capacity. 

“When Germany feels that her sub- 
marine fleet is sufficiently numerous 
and its personnel fully efficient for the 
prosecution, of her long-deferred of- 
fensive, we may look for a general call- 
ing in of the raiders to the home ports, 
and a sudden cessation of the sinking of 
merchant ships. Whenever that occurs, 
it will be reasonable to watch for the 
exit of the whole German fleet in full 
strength to seek and get in contact with 
the enemy. Contact once secured, we 
may expect a repetition on a grand scale 
of the tactics employed in the recent 
battle cruiser engagement. There will, 
conceivably, be a pretended flight of 
the German fleet from superior forces 
and an attempt to lead Admiral Jellicoe 
and the fighting forces under his com- 
mand into a veritable shoal of subma 
rines.“

The English practice, which was con- 
tinued with Lord Kitchener at the head 
of the War Office, was to provide field 
guns—that is, the 18-pounder of the 
Royal Field Artillery and the 13-pounder 
of the Royal Horse Artillery—with noth- 
ing but shrapnel shells, a purely man- 
killing’’ projectile. 

Parapets, barricades, obstacles, houses, 
etc., were io be dealt with by the field 
howitzer, the heavy howitzer and the 
60-pound “heavy” gun. These are, 
roughly, of five-inch, six-inch and 4.7- 
inch caliber, and. could all fire shrapnel, 
as well as.the common or high explo- 
sive shells. 

The English practice differed from 
that of other armies, which provided 
their field guns with varying propor- 
tions of the two projectiles, usually 0 
high explosive shells to every 100 shrap- 
nel shells. The British theory was that 
it was better to have the horse and the 
field gunner deal with a single projec- 
tile, and that if obstacles appeared the 
howitzers and the 60-pounders should 
be brought up. 

Few Obstacle Destroying Weapons, 


at the beginning of the war 54 field 
guns firing shrapnel exclusively, 12 
light howitzers and four 6-pounder 
heavy field guns. It will be seen that 
the proportion of obstacle-destroying 
weapons was very slight. 

After a few days’ experience in the 
field, Sir John French, in command of 
the British troops, began calling for 
more howitzers and high-explosive 
shells. 

Little attention was paid to Sir John 
French’s demand and he was supplied 
with shrapnel in great quantities. 

The difference between field guns and 
howitzers is that a field gun fires with 
great muzzle velocity and the shell 
travels straight—the course of its tra- 
jectory being slight. A howitzer fires 
with a much lower velocity, the path 
of the projectile in the air being curved, 
and it has great penetration on falling, 
owing to its high ascent. Howitzers can 
fire shrapnel shells, but are used gen- 
erally to throw high-explosive shells. 

When Sir John French's insistent de- 
mands for high-explosive shells began 
to arrive at the War Office, Lord Kitch- 
ener said: 

“The introduction of any new de- 
parture in munitions of war naturally 
causes delay and difficulty to manufac- 
turers, but I am confident that within 
a very short time we shall be in a satis- 
factory position to supply these shells 
in quantity to the army at the front.“ 

This assurance was regarded as satis- 
factory by the British public. especially 
when Lioyd-George, then Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, in a speecn in the House 
of Commons on April 21, declared The 
production of high explosives has now 
been plated on a footing which relieves 
us of all anxiety, and enables us, in ad- 
dition, largely to supply cur allies.“ 

Nation Rested in Security. 

The British naticn continued to rest tn 
the fancied security that all was well 
with its army, until May ‘14, when the 
London Times printed a cispatch from 
its military correspondent with Sir Johr 
French’s army in France, in which it 
was stated that “the want of an un- 
limited supriy of high “xrlosive shells 
was a fata! bar to our success,” in the 
British attacks along the Fromelles- 
Hichebourg line on May 9. 

This publication-in the Times Caused 
a frenzy of excitement, not only in the 
British public but in official circles. 
It was even charged that the Times had 
been guilty of publishing matter which 
had not been pas by the censor. It 
was the subject of questioning in the 
House of Commons, and, almost a week 
later, Mr. Asquith admitted. that the 
article had been passed for publication 
at general headquarters in France, and 
had even passed through the hands of 
the censor at the War Office in Lon- 
don. It was finally state i in the House 
of Commons that the Times representa- 
tive had been a guest of Sir John 
French at his headquarters in Northern 
France and had there se ured the in- 
f-rmation contained in his dispatch. ‘The 
inference was that Sir John French, 
wearied of the refusal of the War Offico 
to furnish him with high-explosive 
shells, had permitted the matter to be- 
comeé public. 

Early in this year Lioyd-George had 
visited the headquarters of the British 
army in France, and had then deen in- 
formed of the absence of high explosive 
shells and the necessity for them. 

On his return to England Lioyd- 
George informed Lord Kitchener of the 
necessity for high explosive shelis and

The national factory will give employ- 
ment to about 800 nen. In an effort to 
speed up the output, the men will be 
given graduating ponuses based on the 
production. 

Lloyd-George, the new Minister of 
Munitions, is now charged with the re- 
sponsibility of organizing the industries 
of England. 

With the war in progress for almost 
a year, and with the British troops los- 
ing about 2000 officers and men a day, 
the British people—the working men 
and the tradesmen—do not have any 
idea of its scope. The scarcity of ammu- 
nition has done more than anything 
else to arouse the people to a realiza- 
tion of what is still before them. 

It is in the labor problem that Lloyd- 
George will find the greatest difficulty 
in his organization of English industries. 
The two most important heads are the 
supply of labor and the management of 
it, particularly with reference to trades 
union restrictions. 

While the demand for shells was most 
important and undoubtedly focussed the 
attention of the public on the necessity 
for reforms, the buying of supplies for 
the army and navy is sorely in need of 
revision.

Parkway Special Tax System. 


You were so successful in getting Mr. Lionberger 
te admit his error in regard to the property in the 
8200 block on Pine street that I wonder if yo 
oculd not get Mr. Shaughnessy to admit the error 
in the statement that went out over his name un- 
der the heading “Special Tax Method That Will Be 
Empleyed to Pay for the Parkway Explained.” 
After calling attention to the proceedings for the 
opening of Twelfth street from Choutea avenue 
to Park avenue, he states: 

“Right here is found a grievous wrong in the 
special tax system, because it does not recog- 
‘mise values. It deals only with superficial 
area; that is, the number of square feet con- 
tained in the property subject to the tex.” 

The slightest examination would have shown 
Mr. Shaughnessy that the special benefit tax for 

Parkway was exactly opposite. It does not 

with superficial area, but does deal with 
values No lot can be assessed for a single penny 
of special benefit tax, unless there has first been 
@ hearing before the commissioners at which the 
owner of the lot and his witnesses may be fully 
heard, as well as witnesses for the city, and be- 
fore they can assess a penny against a piece of 
property, they must find that the market value 
after the improvement will be greater than the 
market value before the improvement is under- 
taken, and if such increase in market value is 
actually foumd, then a portion of such increase 
may be assessed as a special tax against the 
property. It has no reference to superficial area 
at all. 

‘The fair inference from Mr. Shaughnessy’s 
statement is that the commissioners would lay 
out an arbitrary district and that in that district 
the property would be assessed according to the 
square foot. 

The district sewer method is, of course, entirely 
different. The theory there is that a drainage 
sewer carrying off surface water benefits all land 
in the district equally and when the district 18 
once established, the total cost is paid for by the 
property in the district according to the area.. 
The city at large pays none of it. There can be 
ne investigation or hearing at all as to benefits. 
The special tax system for the Parkway was the 
exact opposite. In every large improvement for 
the benefit of the whole city, there is almost in- 
variably an enhancement of the value of property 
in the neighborhood. It is only fair where prop- 
erty has been increased in value by a public im- 
provement, that at least some portion of this in- 
crease in cash value help to pay for the general 
improvement, and that the balance should be paid 
by the city at large. 

Mr. Ghaughnessy points to the opening of 
Twelfth street from Chouteau to Park avenue 
and leaves the impression that all property in the 
district between Cass avenue, Lynch street, Third 
strest and Jefferson avenue has already been as- 
eessed by the square foot to pay for this improve- 
ment. Nothing could be further from the fact. 
The commissioners have not rendered any report

THE U-51, THE MONITOR OF 1915? 

Capt. Otto Hersing gives a. circumstantial and 
Jeonvineing account of a voyage from Wilhelms- 
haven to Constantinople in the submarine U51. 
The correspondent to whom he related it was 
‘convinced of its truth. 

As an adventure the story forms one of the 
most engaging narratives of the.war. As mark- 
ing a revolution in war methods no exploit of 
greater significance on land or sea has been 
recorded since last August. 

If the Captain is telling the truth his sub- 
marine voyaged under her own power a distance 
equal to once and a half times across the Atlantic 
without renewal of supplies or equipment. She 
passed in safety through the closely guarded 
waters of the British Isles, of the vicinity of 
Gibraltar and in and near the Dardanelles. 

Arriving after 30 days within striking distance 
of the fleet bombarding the Turks, she went in- 
stantly into action, with no more refitting than 
could be done with a monkey wrench. Attacks 
by hostile craft had been easily evaded off the 
Spanish coast in the Atlantic and near Malta 
in the Mediterranean. 

That the battleship first destroyed in the Dar- 
danelles happened to be the 11-year-old Triumph 
of 11,800 tons was due simply to the fact that 
she was the nearest big war vessel at hand. It 
would have been as easy to account for a 80,000- 
ton superdreadnought launched but a week before. 

Diving, the U51 remained on the bottom of 
the strait for 60 hours and attacked again. The 
10 smaller craft she saw encircling the 20-year- 
old Majestic of 14,900 tons could have afforded 
no greater protection to a ship twice as power- 
ful. Finding the mistress of the seas had with- 
drawn her fleets from the strait, after the sinking 
of the Majestic, the submarine went on to Con- 
stantinople, reaching there 42 days after the de- 
parture from the home port. 

What limit can be placed on the capabilities of 
a type of vessel which can do such a work as this 
and show more than a battleship’s Independence 
of naval bases and coaling stations? How long 
can the admission that the dreadnought is obso- 
lete be withheld? The date of this ¢ruise may 
be as important in naval history as the date that 
saw steam substituted for sail power or the date 
in March, 1862, that demonstrated the superi- 
ority of iron for wood in construction.

MANAGING STREET CAR STRIKES. 
The Chicago street car strikers and the compa- 
nies have done the sensible thing in agreeing to 
arbitration. The decision should have been 
reached earlier, before the public had been sub- 
jected to the inconvenience of suspended service 
for many hours. 
When the employes os Glasgow's municipal 
street railways struck, Manager John Dalrymple 
gave the men four hours to return to work, or 
lose their jobs. They came back within the time 
limit. Then, Dalrymple not in the least object- 
ing, they went to the City Council and got an 
ordinance passed granting their demands. 
higher wages and shorter hours. 
“My job,” said Dalrymple, “is to keep the cars 
running and carry the people. You can discuss 
wages and hours, if you like, with the Council. 
But, while you're on the job you'll stay at the 
job or get off it for keeps.” 
Chicago once paid Dalrymple a pretty fee to 
come over and tell it how to manage its street 
railways. It seems to need him again. 
Our guess is that Dalrymple, looking at the 
Chicago situation, would have advised the city to 
pay the wage increase out of its 50 per cent of the 
companies’ net earnings, to bring immediate 
peace. Thereafter it could use its unquestioned 
authority to learn whether or not the companies’ 
own share of their earnings is large enough to 
justify them in bearing the raise in wages.

MAKING NEW CITY JOBS. 

Board bill No. 50, pending at city hall, pro- 
poses to create new city jobs, with aggregate sal- 
aries of $19,600 a year. It proposes to employ a 
dozen persons to do the work of electrical inspec- 
tion which is now done—and well done—by the 
fire insurance companies, through their fire pre- 
vention bureau. 

The bill is advocated by the organized elec- 
trical workers and by the organized electrical] 
contractors. 

It is opposed by the Real Estate Exchange, the 
Lumbermen’s Exchange, the Furniture Board of 
Trade, the Business Men’s League, the Merchants’ 
Exchange, the Associated Retail Dealers, the 
Building Owners and Managers’ Association, the 
Taxpayers’ League and other groups of business 
men. 

It is in substance the same bill that has been 
offered, and rejected, each year for nearly a 
decade past. 

‘Its chief obvious effects in action, after creating 
a dozen new city jobs, would be: . 

To concentrate the electrical contracting 
business in fewer hands, since many small op- 
erators might find its terms burdensome. 

To compel every employer of a mainte- 
nance electrician to bear the cest of a license 
fee and bond for such employe} 

To embarrass merchants in using electricity 
for show window displays, since for each such 
new arrangement of wiring a permit must be 
sought at city hall; 

To lay a double cost for inspection upon all 
property owners whe might be unwilling to 
trust te the thoroughness of municipal inspec- 
tion. 

It would, in a word, increase the cost of con- 
struction and, generally, of using electricity in St. 
Louis, without, so far as we can see, reducing the 
fire hazard in the least. Indeed, we believe in- 
spection by the fire insurance companies, for their 
own protection as well as that of the policy hold- 
er, is likely to be more thorough, hence more ef- 
ficient, than inspection by city servants having 
no direct pocket interest in results. Certainly St. 
Louis, thus far dependent solely on the insur- 
ance companies for electrical inspection, has 
fared quite as well, with respect to fire losses due 
to electric wiring, as any other large city, and 
better than most. 

The plea, put forward by advocates of the bill, 
that St. Louis is almost the only large American 
city still dependent upon inspection by the fire 
insurance companies, is not borne out by the rec- 
ord. New York City tried substituting municipal 
for insurance company inspection—and returned 
to the latter method, as the better: Representa- 
tive cities having only fire insurance company 
inspection are: -New York, Philadelphia, Cincin- 
nati, New Orleans, Indianapolis, Toledo, San- 
dusky, Springfield, O.; Columbus, Milwaukee and 
Syracuse. 

Cities having municipal inspection only are: 


Chicago, Detroit, Boston, San Francisco, Los An- 


geles, Denver, Seattle, Omaha and Rochester. 
Cities which have municipal inspection supple- 
mented by insurance company inspection to sat- 
isfy property owners who do not trust municipal 
inspection are: Cleveland, Louisville, Baltimore, 
Minneapolis, Pittsburg, Providence and Washing- 
ton. 

The Board of Aldermen will make no mistake 
in preserving St. Louis’ entirely satisfactory ex- 
isting system, and in saving the taxpayers’ money.

“"The foreign weather and crop report 
said: “France—Dryness continues over 
a very wide area. Millers’ demand is 
good and foreign arrivals of corn, 
wheat and oats are going into immedi- 
ate consumption. Owing to the general 
requisition by the Government all trans- 
actions are limited. Fifty-five shillings 
per 480 pounds is the fixed price for 
wheat. Holland—Dryness is becoming 
pronounced and crop prospects are only 
fair. Supplies are considered ample un- 
der Government control. The price mill- 
ers ere paying for wheat from officials 
is still 63 shillings ps 480 pounds. Ar- 
gentine—Planting of wheat is progress- 
ing rapidly with weather favoring, soil 
excellent and acreage in the north larg-

B. W. Snow wired: My reports show 
a little of the earliest wheat is now 
being cut in extreme Southern Illinois, 
Southern Missouri and in Oklahoma, but 
general harvest will average a week or 
more later than normal. Cutting will 
not ee eneral in Eastern Kansas for 10 
days, t 1 reports of harvest, based 
on isolat early fields, will soon be 
current. The actual damake from Hes- 
sian fly shown through straw fall as 
heads develop is becoming evident, and 
it is very probable that a fresh wave of 
damage reports will come with harvest. 
The loss in Southern Indiana and Illi- 
nois, in Missouri and in Eastern Kan- 
sas has been minimiz by the ample 
rainfall and consequent rank stalk 
growth, but it will be again in evidence 
when cutting begins. 

‘As a whole the winter wheat crop is 
a large one, but the known bad spots 
are likely to attract attention when har- 
vest begins.“ 

The Price Current grain reporter says: 

“Winter wheat crop about ready for 
harvesting Southwest, but excessive 
rainfall has been detrirgental to the ma- 
turing of the crop and harvest prepara- 
tion.
